Of which Robert, Buchanan, and ſome other Scotch 
Hiſtorians, relate, that before his Marriage to Euphemia 
Roſs, he had Three Sons, viz. John, Robert, and Alexan- 
der, by Elizabeth Mure, or Moor, whilſt he was Steward 
of Scotland, and Earl of Strathern, Which Elizabeth, 
ſay they, was not his Wife, till the Third Year after his 
Succeſhon to David Bruce, his Uncle: That this Account 
is abſolutely falſe, appears by ſeveral unqueſtionable Scot- 
tiſh Records; for hrit, Euphemia Roſs did not die in the 
Second or Third Year of King Robert's Reign, as Bucha- 
nan affirms, but liv'd many Years after: Secondly, 4 
Elizabeth Mure's Eldeſt Son, was Earl of Carrick, in 
the Firſt Year of King Robert's Reign, and not in the 
Third, as the ſame Author pretends. Thirdly, the Con- 
vention of the Eſtates of Parliament, which declar'd John 
the eldeſt Son to Robert, by the ſaid Elizabeth Mure, to 
be his lawful Succefſor to the Crown, was held in the 
Firſt Year of King Robert's Reign, leaving his Queen 
Euphemia; and not after her Death, and in the Third 
Year of his Reign, as is aſſerted by Boetius and Buchanan. 
Fourthly, Robert, Steward of Scotland, and Earl of Stra- 
#bern, long before his coming to the Crown, did, by ſe- 
veral Publick Inſtruments, own John, his eldeſt Son by

lation, by King David Bruce; which is another unanſwe- 
rable Proof of the Legitimacy of his Birth.

274 Years, till the Death of Queen Elizabeth, Anno 
1603, when James VI. of that Name, King of Scotland, 


and Eighth of the Stuarts Family, was, by undoubted 


Right, proclaimed at Edinburgh, King of Scotland, 
England, France, and Ireland, His Title to the Crown 
of England, was by Margaret, Henry VII: Daughter; 
from which ſaid Marriage, we begin the Genealogical 
Account of this Illuſtrious Family, and to enumerate 
its Royal Progeny, after mixing with the Blood Royal 
This Princeſs Margaret, eldeſt Daughter of King

ed the Union of the Two Kingdoms, under King 


James VI. their Great Grandſon, Son to Mary Queen 
of Scots, only Child of King Fames V. Son of the 
aforemention'd James IV. and Queen Margaret. 
Which Queen, after the Death of King James IV. 
(who was incited to a War with England by the 
French, and ſlain in Flodden Field, Anno 1513.) was 
remarry'd to Archibald Dowglas, Earl of Angus, 1514, 
to the great Diſſatisfaction of her Brother, King 
Henry VIII. and the Council of Scotland: Soon after 
which, there was ſuch Diſſention among the. Scotch 
Nobility, that Queen Margaret, and the Earl of Angus, 


like baniſh'd Perſons, came into - England, and were 


kindly received by the King, whodetir'd them to. ſtay 
in Northumberland till farther Order; in which 


time, viz. Anno 1516, ſhe was delivered of the Lady 


Margaret; who was afterwards married to Matthew 


Stuart, 
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Stuart, Earl of Lenox, Father of Henry Stuart, Lord 
Darnley, who taking to Wife, Mary, Queen of Scots, 
had Iſſue by her King James VI. the firſt Monarch 
of Great-Britain, Oc. Queen Margaret, by her firſt 
Husband, King fames IV. had four Sons, viz. James 


Stuart, and Arthur Stuart, who died in their Infancy, 


another James born Anno 1512, who, after his Fa- 
ther's Death, was Crown'd King of Scotland, at Schone, *

ther's Death, and died young. King James V. took to 
his firſt Wife, Magdalen, eldeſt Daughter to Francis J. 
King of France, who dying a Year after without Iſſue, 
he married Mary of Lorrain, Daughter of Claudius, 
Duke of Guiſe, Siſter to Duke Francis, and Widow of 
Lewis of Orleans, Duke of Longueville, who departing 
this Life Anno 1560, had Iſſue by him, James and 
Arthur, who died in their Infancy, and Mary, their 


only Daughter, born Anno 152 2; who after the Death 


of her Father, (who died with Grief of Mind, Anno 
1542.) became Queen of Scots, and during her Infan- 
cy, was under the Government of James, Earl of Arran, 
her Kinſman, who denied giving her in Marriage to 
Edward VI. King of England, tho' it was agreed on 


by the chief Peers of both Realms; upon which Re- 


fuſal enſued the Famous Battle of Mmſſe/borowgh, 
where the Engliſh became Victorious, An. 1547. But 


leſt this young Lady ſhould fall into the Hands of the 


Engliſh, the Queen Dowager, 2 of Lorrain, her Mo- 
ther, and the States of Scotland, convey'd her into 
France: Where Henry II. the French King, taking that 
Realm into his Protection, ſent them Forces, and 
eſpouſed Queen Mary to his Son Francis the Daupbin: 


- Which Marriage, when they came of Years, was So- 


lemniz'd in the Church of our Lady at Paris, and it 
was agreed, that Francis the Dauphin ſhould have the 
Title of King of Scotland, and bear his Arms Quarterly, 
with thoſe of Scotland under the ſame Crown : The 
Queen's Dowry being aflign'd her upon the Duchy of 
Tour ai ne, and County of Poictou. Shortly afterwards, 
the Dauphin (on the Death of King Henry II. his Fa- 
ther) ſucceeded to the Crown of France, by the Name 
of King Francis II. and was Crown'd at Rheims the 
Eighth of September, ee being *

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and Queen of France and Scotland, they laid Claim to 
the Crown of England, quartering the Arms thereof, 
and bearing them on an Eſcutcheon of Pretence; but 
on the Concluſion of a Peace at Edinbwrgb, ſhortly af- 
ter, thoſe Titles were diſuſed. They continued but a 
ſhort time together, King Francis being violently ſeiz'd 
with a Catarrh in his Ear, which caus'd his Death the 
Fifth of December, Anno 1560. After his Deceaſe, 
| ay the Queen Dowager (having no Iſſue by him) re- 
tired into Scotland, where ſhe afterwards took to her Se- 
cond Husband, Henry Stuart, Lord Darnley, Son and 
Heir of Matthew Eatl of Lenox, next after her, and 
her Deſcendents, to the Crown of England; from 
which Marriage came Fames VI. of that Name, King of 
Scots, firſt Monarch of Great. Britain, the happy Uniter 
of both Kingdoms. This Wiſe and Peaceable Prince . 
was born in the Caſtle of Edinbrrgh, on the 19th Day 
of June, 1566, whole Father being barbarouſly murder'd 
by the Procurement of the Earls of Murray and Morton, 
and his Mother en them into Priſon, notwith= 
ſtanding ſhe had condeſcended to marryEarl Bothwel, (the 
late King her Husband's Murderer ) he was ſcarce Thir- 
teen Months old, when he was Proclaim'd and Crown'd

Eizabeth, eldeſt Daughter to King James I. and 
Queen Anne, was born in Scotland, on the 19th Day 
of Auguſt, 1596, aud affianced to Frederick V. of that 
Name, Count Palatine of the Rhine, Duke of Bavaria, 
Silefia, G c. Elector, Cup-bearer, and High-Steward of 
the Empire, Who, arriving in England, Anno 1612, 
in the Tenth Year of King Fames's Reign, landed at 
Graveſend, and was, with great State, conducted to 
Whitehall, being ſoon after (with Grave Maurice) in- 
ſtalld Knight of the Garter : Which Ceremony was 
ſucceeded by Conſummation of Marriage, on St. Valen- 
tine's Day; which having been kept with great Joy and 
Splendor at Court, for the ſpace of Two Months, this 
illuſtrious Royal Pair ſet out together, about the Mid- 
dle of April following, for Germany. 13 
Not long after his Return into that Country, ſtrength- 
ned by his Alliance with the King of Great Britain, he

He followed the King in the North, and at York, in 
June, 1642, he was one of thoſe noble Peers who ſub- 
{ubſcrib'd a Declaration of their bearing Teſtimony of his 
Majeſty's frequent and earneſt Declarations and Profeſ- 
ſions, of his abhorring all Deſigns of making War upon 
his Parliament. When he ſawa Party in the Two 
Houſes too ſtrong to be ſatisfied, he ſupplied the King 
with Money. attended him in his Parliament at Ox- 
ford, and lent him his own Brother to take the Field: 
And then he retired beyond the Seas, to wait for Peace 
at home.

His Brother, Charles Cavendiſh, was bred to Books 
and Arms, and was in both a Glory of the latter Age.

This Earl lived in great Plenty and Reſpect, a true

However, the King, who ſtill retain'd ſome Friend. 


"ſhip for him, allow'd him the Salary thereof; but King 


Fames aſcending the Throne, gave that Place to the 
Lord Preſton. After the Death of the Lord Rxfſel, who 
was meerly ſacrificd to the Malignity of thoſe Times, 
he retir'd into France, and continu'd there till the latter 
end of King Fames's Reign, when he return d again to 
England ; but forbore to appear at Court, living retir'd, 
and enjoying a fine Family, and a flowing Fortune ; nor 
aid he much trouble himſelf with publick Affairs. 

But when King James II. had puſh'd Things to the 
greateſt Hazard and Extremity, this noble Lord was 
one of the firſt of thoſe that appear'd in the great Work 
of the Revolution, and was particularly active in reſ- 
cuing the Perſon of her prefent Majeſty from the Dan- 
gers ſhe was then expos d to; and afterwards appear d

— Dowglaſs, Son of James, Earl of Dowglaſ;, 
Lord Liddeſdale, and Drumlangrig who obtain'd x 
Charter of his Father, of the Barony of Drumlangry, 
with many and ample Privileges; which Charter waz 
ratified by another, dated the 5th December, 1389; and 
afterwards, Anno 1407, he obtain'd another Charter of 
the Baronies of Hawick and Selkrig. 

This Sir William Dowglaſs, made a conſiderable Fi- 
gure in the Wars between the Scots and Engliſh, that 

broke out at that time, and with Gavine Dumbar, Earl 
of March, retook the Town and Caſtle of Roxhurgb, 
1 had been taken by the EngliÞ ſome” time 
The War ending in a Truce, he, and the Lord Clif- 
Ford, were the chief Challengers at a ſolemn Tourna- 

© ment, held by the Earl of Weſtmorel and, at Carliſle, But 
Sir William Dugdale, who relates the Story, is not par- 

ticular as to the Event. 

In the Year 1407, this Sir Willam Dowglaſs, was one 
of the twelve Hoſtages for the Earl of Dowglaſs, who 
had been taken Priſoner in England, at the Battle of 
Shrewsbury, Anno 1403; and, Anno 1412, by a Charter 

dated at Croydean, the iſt of November, all written fair 
out in K. James I. own Hand, who was then a Priſo- 
ner in England, he obtain d a Confirmation of the Ba- 
ronies of Drumlangrig, Hawick, and Selkirk; in _ 
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Charter he is call'd our Truſty and Well- beloved 
Couſin, Sir William Dowglaſs, of Drumlangrig. . 

All our Hiſtorians agree, that he was kilPd in France, 
in the Wars againſt the Engliſh, and probably, Anno... 
1427, at the famous Battle of 8 for, in that < 
ZW Year, his Son took Poſſeſſion of the Eſtate, as Heir to 

his Father. He married Elizabeth Stewart, Daughter of 
Sir Robert Stewart, of Darraſdeer ; by whom he had Iflue 
Sir William Dowglaſs, the ſecond Baron, alias, Lord of 
the Manor, with Power of Juſticiary of Prumlangrig, 
Hawick, and Selkrig, who liv'd in the Reigns of King 
James I. and II. and being, like his Father, a Man of 
martial Spirit, ſignalizd himſelf in moſt of the Actions 
between the Engliſh and Scots, and particularly, at the 
Battle of Sark, near Soloway, where the Scots obtain'd a 
| remarkable Victory, under his Couſin Hugh Dowglaſs, 
RX Earlof Ormond, He married Janet Maxwell, Daughter 
of Sir 7ohn Maxwell, of Carlavereck, Anceſtor of the 
= preſent Earl of Nzzhſdale. * 

By her he had Sir William Dowglaſs, the third Baron 

of Drumlangrig, who took Poſſeſſion of the Eſtate, as 

Helr to his Father, Anno 1458; and though he out-liv?d 

his Father but five or ſix Years, yet he gave fignal 

Proofs of his Valour in many Actions, and particularly 

at the Siege of Roxburgh, Anno 1460, where King 

Fames TI. was kill'd ; and that other famous Action at 

Alanwick, Anno 1462, under the Command of the Earl 

of Angus, his Couſin, where the French Garriſon was 
relievd by a Handful of Scots, in the Face of a nume- 
rous Engliſh Army.

Sir William Dowglaſs, the fourth Baron of Drumlan-

Service of his Royal Maſter King James III. at Kirkonal 

in Amandale, in that unnatural Attempt of Alexander, 

Duke of Albany, the King's own Brother, the 23d Year 
of the Reign of that King.

He 
flouriſhed in the Reigns of King James V. Queen Mary, 
and King Fames VI, In the Year 1526, he, with the 
Earl of Lenox, and other Lords, attempted to delivet 
King Fames V. in his Minority, out of the Hands of 
teveral of the Nobilicy, by whom he was then kept in 
no better Condition than that of a Captive.

Sir William Dowglaſs of Hawick, only Son of the ſaid 
Sir James Dowglaſs, was born, Anno 1540, and was 
famous for his fingular Juſiice in his Affairs, and Indu- 
ſtry, and Courage in ſuppreſſing the Engliſh Inroads, 
and the Oppreſſion of the Borderers. He was on the 
King's Side, in the Minority of King James VI. and 
ſignaliz d himſelf at the Field of Langfide, Anno 1568, 
where Queen Mary's Party was totally defeated ; and 
afterwards, in that Action between Edinburgh and Leith, 
where the Earl of Huntley was worfted, Anno 1572. He

This Sir Fames was a happy In- 
ſtrument in reconciling the Diſcords of the Nobility, 
and contending Factions at Court, which had render'd 
the Reign of King James uneaſie, till his Acceſſion to the 
Crown of England, Neither was he leſs Valiant, than 
Wile, having frequent Occafions of exerting his Valour 
and Conduct in thoſe unhappy Feuds, and mutual In- 
curſions that infeſted the South.

Sir William Dowglaſs of Drumlangrig, who ſucceeded

Lord High-Commithoner, to repreſent his Royal Perſon 

in the Kingdom of Scotland: And the ſame Year, he 

and James Earl of Drumlangrig, his Son, now Duke of 

' Queensberry, were conſtituted his Majeſty's Lieutenants 

in the Shires of Dumfreit and Wigtoun, and the Stew- 

arties of Auandale and Kirkubright, * 
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But the Meaſures that were ſoon after taken at Court, 
diſagreeing with his Temper and Principles, he was 
remov'd from his other Poſts, and made Lord: Preſident 
of the Privy-· Council of that Kingdom, in Febr. 1686; 
and for his not complying with the Delign of taking off 
the Penal Laws and Teſt, was, in {ix Months after laid 
aſide from all publick Employments. 

This William, Duke of Queensberry, amongſt his other 


ſhining Qualities, was a great Maſter in Oeconomy ; 


for having come to a Fortune greatly impair'd by the 
Iniquity of the Times, he not only retriev d it, but ac- 
quird an ample Eſtate in Tweddale z which he provided 
to William Earl of March, his ſecond Son, He likewiſe, 
at a great Expence, rebuilt the Caſtle of Drumlangrig, 


the Seat of his Family; which, with is Gardens, the 


Work of the late Duke of Queensberry , yeild to 
none in the Northern Parts of Britain, for Magnificence 
and Extent. In fine, he was, in all Capacities of Life, 
one of the greateſt Men of the Age, and died with the 
Temper and Reſolution that became a great Man, and a 
good Chriſtian, at Edinburgh, March 2 8th, 1695 aged 
58 Tears, and was buried with a moſt ſolemn Funeral 
Pomp at Durriſdier, where there is a ſtately Monument 
erected over him. 5 

James, Duke of Queens herry, his Son, was bom. 
at the Caſtle of Sanghar, December 18, 1662. After 


his Education at the Univerſity of Glaſgow, he went 


to travel, in the Year 1680; and upon his Return, 
Anno 1684, was made, by King Charles II. one of the 
Lords of the Privy-Council of Scotland, and Lieutenant- 
Colonel to a Regiment of Horſe, commanded by the 
late Viſcount of Dundee. He continu'd in theſe Poſts 
till the Year 1688, about which Time he quitted them, 
being ill uſed by the Court, and his Principles diſagree- 
ing with their Meaſures. The Revolution happening 
at that Time, he appeared very early in it, and was by 
the Prince of Orange, upon his Acceptance of the Go- 
vernment of Scotland, made Colonel of the Scots Guards 
of Horſe, Which Commiſſion was renewed to him 


immediately after the Prince was declar d of that King- 


dom; and he was at the ſame time made one of the 
Lords of the Privy-Council and Exchequer in Scotland, 
and one of the „ his Majefty's * 
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In the Year 1690, King William ſent him to Scotland, 
to command a ſeparate Body of Troops, under Lieute- 
nant-General Mackay; and, Anno 1692, he was made 
one of the Lords of the Theſaury of Scotland, An. 1693. 
he had a Patent to fit and vote in the Parliament of 
Scotland, as Lord High- Theſaurer. All Officers of State, 
tho' neither Peers, nor elected as Commons, having by 
the Conſtitution there, a Place in Parliament; and the 
Crown a Right, when any one of the Offices was in 
Commiſſion, to appoint one ſingle Perſon to repreſent 
in Parliament the ſaid Office. | 
His Father dying in 1695, he laid aſide all Thoughts 
of Military Employments, quitted the Command of the 
Guards; and was thereupon, by the ſame King William, 
made Lord Privy-Seal of Scotland, and one of the Ex- 
traordinary Lords of the Seſſion. | 

Anno 1700, his Majeſty was pleas'd to add to his 
other Exuployments, that of Lord High- Commiſſioner, 
to repreſent his Royal Perſon in the Parliament of Scot- 
land; where he held two Seſſions, by Virtue of two di- 
ſtinct Patents; and was, upon his Return to Court, ele- 
cted Knight of the moſt noble Order of the Garter, at a 
Chapter held at Kenſington, June 14th, 1701, and in- 
ſtall'd at Vind ſor the 1oth of July following. 

Upon her preſent Majeſty's happy Acceſſion to the 
Crown, he was made Secretary of State for Scotland ; 
and in June 1702, made Lord High-Commiſſioner for 
that Kingdom, this being the third Time he had born 
that high Character. | | 
In the Year 150}, he was made a fourth time Lord 
High-Commiſſioner of Scotland, to a Parliament then 
new-call'd, which he open'd with the uſual Ceremonies, 
with the high-ti Magnificence: And the next Year, 
upon the Change of ſome Meaſures at Court, he was 
remov'd from all his publick Employments, except that 
of one of the Extraordinary Lords of the Seſſion, which 
was for Life. 

In the Year 1705, he was again made Lord Privy- 
Seal, and one of the Lords of the Treaſury of Scotland; 
and alſo reſtor d to his Place in the Privy-Council and 
Exchequer there; And in November, the ſame Year, - 
her Majeſty was pleas'd to direct a Commiſſion to him, 
then being at Edinburgh, to repreſent her Royal Perſon, 
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as Sovereign of the moſt noble and moſt ancient Order 
of St. Andrew ; by virtue whereof, he did, with the So- 
lemnity uſualon ſuch Occaſions, inveſt William the pre- 
ſent Marquis of Lothian, with the ſaid moſt noble and 
ancient Order. n | | 
In the Year following, he was, for a a fifth time, 
conſtituted Lord High- Commiſſioner of Scotland, being 
the laſt Seffion of the Parliament of that Kingdom, in 
which, with the greatefi Difhculty, he obtain'd the 
Union between the two Kingdoms to be enacted and 
ratified, | 
In June 1708, her Majeſty having ſome time before 
made him one of her Privy-Council of Great- Britain, 
and granted him a Penſion of 3000 l. per Annum out of 
the Poſt- Office, was pleas'd, for his many ſignal Services, 
to create him likewiſe, a Peer of Great-Britain, (the firit 
that was made) by the Title of Duke of Dover, Marquis 
of Beverleff and Baron of Rippon, and that in Addition 
to his former Titles of Honour: And sn February fol- 
lowing, ſhe conſtituted him one of the three Principal 
Secretaries of State of Great - Britain. In which Office 
he continued the Reſidue of his Life; dying on the 6th 
of July, 1711, at his Houſe in Albermarle. ſtreet, near 
Pickadilly, after a ſhort Indiſpolition, which his Phyſi- 
clans term'd the Iliack Paſſion. pl 
He was a Perſon eſteemed by all who had the Honour 
to know him; and not only well vers d in the Affairs of 
State, but juſtly qualified with all other neceflary Vir- 
tues, that were requiſite for a faithful and prudent Di- 
{charge of thoſe great Truſts and Employments beſtow- 
ed on him. He was of a fieady and unalterable Loyal- 
ty, and on all Occaſions gave ſufficient Proof that the 
Good of his Country was what he chiefly aim'd at. He 
had a great Senſe of the Goodneſs of her preſent 
Majeſty, Queen Anne, for the many Favours ſhe beſtow- 
ed on him, whom he honoured and reſpected in his 


Heart, and was by her always eſteemed a good and 


faithful Servant. As to his Domeſlick Affairs, he was 
Maſter of a moſt admirable Frame of Temper, that 
made all eaſie about him; a great Maſter of his Word :

'Tis very difficult poſitively to determine, whether

She 
was the ſole Daughter of John, Lord Lucas, Baron of 
Shenfeild, in Eſſex ; by whom he had Iſſue ſurviving 
him, Henry, his only Son; and one Daughter, Amabella,

Which Henry ſucceeded him in the Honour, Am 
1702; and in the 3d Year of our Gracious Sovereign 
Queen Anne, was conſtituted Lord-Chamberlain of

Council. In December. 1706, he was created Mat- 
quis of Kent, Earl of Harold, and Viſcount Goodrich.

HE firſt of this moſt Illuſtrious Family wis 
Sir William de Hambleton, ( fo called from th: 

| Manor of Hambleton, in Buckinghamhir, 
where he was born) who was third Son to Kober, 
Earl of Leiceſter, Sirnamed Blenehmains, by Peronilla, 
Daughter and Heir of Hugh de Grantſmilne, Lord d 
Hinkley, and great Steward of England, This Sir Wi. 
liam, in the Reign of William, King of Scots, went into 
Scotland, where his elder Brother Roger was Archbiſhop 
of St. Andrews, and Chancellor of Scotland, and his Silt 
Margaret was married to Saer de Quincy, Earl of Wn: 
ton, and great Conſtable of Scotland; and he himſelf 
married Mary, the only Daughter and Heir of. Gilbert, 
Earl of Strathern ; but the frequent Wars that were 
between the Two Nations of Scotland and England, 
breaking out ſome Time after, the ſaid Sir Willium 
was obliged to return to England, his Eftate- being 
forfeited, he being an Engliſhman, and an Enemy to 
Scotland. | | 
This Sir William, gave for his Coat of Arms, Te 
Cinquefoil Ermine, as all his Predeceſſors, Earls of 
Leicefter, had done, and was the Paternal Coat of the 
Earls of Mellant in Normandy. Sir William had Iſſue, 
Sir Gilbert, who about the Time of King Alexander Il. 
went into Scotland, and was kindly received by that 
Prince; and in Recompence of his Father's Eſtate, 
which had been forfeited, he had conſiderable Lands 
given him, as Kadſhow, (now Hamilton) Edil mood, 
and 
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and ſeveral others. He married Jſabel Randolph, 
Daughter to Sir James Randolph, of Strathdon, and 
Fiſter to Thomas, Earl of Murray, after wards Governour 
of Scotland ; this Lady was Neice to King Robert Brace, 
by his Siſter, Marjery; and of this Marriage were Wal- 
ter and Fohn, of which latt the Family of Preſton is 
deſcended. ET To 
= Cir Walter ſucceeded his Father; he is a Witneſs to 
BZ {veral Charters to the Monaſtery of Paſely, in the End 
of King Alexander IIP's Reign, and is Witneſs to the 
Confirmation of a Grant of the Hriviledge of Filhing 
Herring, Oc. to that Monaftery by . — great 
Stewart of Scotland, in 1294; he is likzwiſe one 
of thoſe who ſubſcribed the Kagman Roll, in 1296, 
= where he ſubſcribes himſelf Valter Fitz Gilbert de 
Hamilton. There are Extant Four Charters granted to 
him by King Robert Bruce, containing the Lands of 
Kadſhow, (now Hamilton,) Edilwood, Machanſbire, 
Dalſerf, Enſhaw de Watſtoun, Kenneil, Larbarbrumage, 
d Cathy, and many others. This Sir Valter, mar- 
ried firſt Eupham, Daughter to the Earl of Rog, by his 
Wife Maud, Siſter to King Robert Bruce, but ſhe died 
W without Iſſue; and after- her Death, he married 
| Mary, Daughter to the Lord Gordon, by whom he 
had Sir David, who ſucceeded him, and John, of 
whom is deſcended the Family of Innerweick. 

Sir David was one of thoſe, who having b:haved 
himſelf very bravely at the Battle of Durham, was 
taken Priſoner there with King David Bruce, and 
delivered into the Keeping of the Archbiſhop of Tork. 
He was afterwards a Member of Parliament, when the 
Two great Entails of the Crown of Scotland were made, 
one in 1370, and the other in 1373 ; his Name is in- 


ſerted in the one, and his Seal affixed to the other. 


He married the Daughter of Valier Leſiy, Earl of 
Roſs, by whom he had Sir David, who ſucceeded him, 
and another Son, of whom are deſcended the Families 
of Camburkenetb and Sanghar. 

Sir David fucceeded his Father in 1375. He mar- 
ried Jenett Keith, Daughter to the Lord Keith, by 
whom he had Sir John who ſucceeded him; and Four 
Sons, of whom are deſcended the Families of Bathgate, 
b:antwod, Borland, and Bardonwie. | : 
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is deſcended the Family of Dalſerf, and Thomas, of 


Sir John, in 1388, married Facoba de Dowglaſs, 
Daughter to the Lord Dalkeith, by whom he had 
Sir James, who ſucceeded him, and David, of whom 


whom are the Families of Darngaber, Raploch, and 

Torrence. | 
Sir James ſucceeded his Father, he was by Ordinance 
of Parliament, created a Peer by the Title of Lord 
Hamilton, in 1455. This Lord was one of the Hoſta- 
ges for the Payment of King James I. his Ranſom. In 
1449, he with fobn, Biſhop of Dunkeld, Andrew, Ab- 
bot of Melroſs, and Alexander de Livingſtoun, de Calen- 
ter Juſticiary of Scotland, and others, was appointed 
Commiſſioner to treat of a Peace with England, and 
accordingly a Truce was agreed upon, and concluded 
the Sth of September that Year, and from that Time, 
till the Year 1414. This Lord had every Year a faf: 
Conduct to go into England, about Affairs of the 
greateſt Importance, ſo great a Confidence his Prince had 
in him. He married firſt Jenett Loo, Daughter 
to Sir Alexander Livingſton, of Callender ; by her be 
had Iſſue Fames, who ſucceeded him, and three oth 
Sons, of whom are deſcended the Families of Si. 
vertounhill, Mhiſtlebery, and Orbiſton. He married to 
his Second Wife FEupham, Counteſs Dowager of 
Dowglaſs. Daughter to Patrick Graham, Earl of Stra. 
thern, and Sitter to Myles Graham, Earl of Monteith: 
ſhe was great Grandchild to King Robert II. both by 
Father and Mother; by her he had one Daughter, 
married to the Earl of Crawford; this Lord died in 1460. 
James, the Second Lord Hamilton, was frequently 
enployed by King James II. in concluding Treaties 
with England, In 1451, he was appointed one of the 
Ambailadors to treat of a Peace with England; and 
in 1471, there was a ſafe Conduct granted to him 
and the other Ambaſſadors of Scotland, to come 
into England, to treat of a Peace between the Two 
Kingdoms, with Four Hundred Perſons in their Reti- 
nue. He had another ſafe Conduct in 1473, and a Treaty 
was by him and others concluded at Alnwybe, the 28th 
of September, 1473. This Lord was a mighty Favourite 
ot King James III. a Man of great Courage and 
; 4 Conduct, 
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And in 1474, in Conhderation of his great Services, 
he was with Conſent of Parliament, married to the Prin- 
= c:{s Mary, eldeſt Siſter to that King; by her he had James, 
who ſucceeded him, and a Daughter Elizabeth, narried 
to the Earl of Lennox, | 

James, the Third Lord Hamilton, was by King 
James IV. created Earl of Arran. He was ſent into 
England to Negotiate the Marriage betwixt that King 
and the Princels Margaret, Daughter to Henry II. of 
BW England, and having concluded that Match, did in =

W King was ſo ſenſible of his good Services, and great 
= Expences in this Matter, that he granted to him the 
lIſland of Arran. This Earl was a Man of great Pru- 
WW dence and Courage, and was ſent with Three Thou- 
fand Men to the Aſſiſtance of the King of Denmark, 

againſt the Labeckers, whom he brought to ſubmit to 
that King's Terms. He was afterwards made Admr 
ral of Scotland, and ſent with a conſiderable Force to 
the» Aſſiſtance of the King of France, and did that 
Prince very conliderable Services ; who in Reward of 
them, made him Knight of the Order of the Cockle, with 
a Penſion of Twelve Theuſand Livres per Annum, for 
Life. During the Minority of King Fames V. ohn, Duke 
of Albany, was declared Governour of Scotland, as neareſt 


to take a Voyage into France, he appointed James, 
Archbithop of Glaſcow, Chancellor, this Fames , 
Karl of Arran, Alexander, Earl of Huntley, Colon Earl 
of Argyle, and Anthony Darcy de la Baſtie, Knight, to 
be Regents of the Kingdom, during his Abſence :; But 
the other Regents, and Lords of Council, foon after, 
"1%, the 24th of September, 1514, devolved all their 
Authority upon this Earl of Arran, to continue Regent 
during the Duke of Albany's Abſence; in which Time 
of his Regency, he concluded a Peace with England, 
tuppreſſed ſeveral Inſurrections, preſerved good Order 
upon the Borders, reftored Peace and Cniet to the 
whole Countrey, and diſcharged that Office to univer- 
tal Satisfaction; fo that upon the Duke of Aibany's 
Second Voyage into France, he was again appointed

Iflue. His ſecond Wife was Janet Home, Daughter to 
the Lord Home, by whom he had no Iſſue. His third 
Wife was Janet Beaton, Daughter to ——— Beaton, of 
Creich, Comptroller of Scotland, by whom he had 
Fames, who ſucceeded him, Sir 7ohn Hamilton, of 
Uydſdale, and one Daughter, married to Archibald, 
Earl of Argile; this Earl died in 1530. 2 
James, the Fourth Lord Hamilton, and Second Ear! 
of Arran, was, though but young, one of thoſe who 
attended King James V. of Scotland, into France, 
where that Prince was married to Magdalene, Daugh. 
ter to the King of France, and was upon that King's 
Death, declared Governour of Scotland, and Tutor to 
the Infant Queen Mary. Soon after his Advancement 
to this Dignity, he called a Parliament, and he was by 
them, as neareft Kinſman of the Blood-Royal of Son. 
land, declared rightful Tutor to the Queen by a ſpe- 
cral Act: By a Second Act of the ſame Parliament, he 
was declared Governour of the Queen and Kingdom 
during her Infancy 3 and by a Third Act, declared to 
be Second Perſon of the Kingdom, next Heir to the 
Queen, and failing of her, by Deceaſe, without Heirs 
of her own Body, to be rightful and undoubted King 
of the Realm of Scotland. Theſe Three Acts paſt unn. 
nimoully, and were by a ſpecial Ordinance, appointed 
to be extended or engroſſed upon a Sheet of Parchment, 
and the Great-Seal of Scotland, together with the 
Seals of all the Members of Parliament, as well 


_ Clergy as Laity, to be afhxed thereto, Theſe Acts ſo 


Extended and Sealed, are now in the Cuſtody of her 
Grace, the Dutcheſs of Hamilton. | 

This Earl ſoon after concluded a Treaty of Peace 
between England and Scotland, and likewiſe a Treaty 
of Marriage between the Prince of Wales, and the In- 


fant, Queen of Scots; but King Henry VIII. making 


ſeveral Additional Demands after the Treaty was con- 
cluded, to which the Governour would by no Means 
comply, the Treaty proved abortive, and the Parlia- 


ment of Scotland, the 11th of December, 1542, declared

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Treaty, and therefore was not to be kept on the Part of 


x Scotland, by Law and Equity, and juſt Reaſon ; and 
the Young Queen was ſoon after ſent into France, and

In 1548, this Governour was made Knight of the 


Holy-Ghoſt, and created Duke of Chattleherauld in 
France; and his Right of Succeſſion to the Crown of 
Scotland was acknowledged and recongnized by the 
Eing of France, the Dauphin, and young Queen. 


He continued Governour till 1555, when the Young 


Queen being of Age, choſe her own Curators or 
Guardians, by whoſe Advice ſhe named her Mother 
to be Regent, and the Duke very willingly reſigned 
in her Favour, and laid down the Employment which 
he had held to univerſal Satisfaction for twelve Tears; 
and had his Conduct, during all that Time, moſt ſo- 
lemly approv'd of by the Parliament of Scotland, and 
a very ample Teſtimony given him of the good Ser- 
W vices he had done his Countrey ; the Words of the Act 
E are, That he by his great Labours, vehement Expen- 
ces, and daily Danger of himſelf, his Kin, and 
E © Freinds, had reliev'd their Sovereign's molt Noble 
E © Perſon from the cruel Purſuits of the King and Coun- 
= © cil of England ; and had left free the hail Realm 
and Dominions of his ſaid Sovereign Lady, without 
| © any Part thereof witholden by her Higbneſs's old. 
Enemies of England, not withſtanding the Afliſtance 
given them by ſeveral of the Subjects of Scotland. 


He ever zealouſſy and couragiouſly aſſerted the Cauſe 


of Mary, Queen of Scots, for which he under went Im- 
briſonment, and many other Sufferings. 


He married Lady Margaret Dowglaſs.eldeft Daughter 


to the Earl of Morton, and by her had Iſſue four Sons, 


and three Daughters; his Sons were James, who died 


without Iſſue; John, who ſucceeded him; David, who 


never married; and Claud, Lord Paiſly : His Daugh- 


ters were Anne, married firſt to the Lord Gordon, then 


to the Lord Fleming; Jean, married to the Earl of Hunt- 
ley;? and Chriſtian to the Earl of Eglinton. 

This Duke was a Perſon of great Jultice and Can- 
dour, and ſet nothing before his Eyes but the Publick 
Good; ſo that Archbiſhop Spotſwood ſays of him in his

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Hiſtory, “ That in his Court there was nothing ſeen 
that the ſevereſt Eye could cenſure or reprove ; in the

Kings of preceding Times; and indeed tho” he had ſe- 
veral Opportunitics of aggrandizing his Family, 
particularly by Marrying the Young Queen to his 
eldeſt Son, to which he was ſolicited by the greatcit 
Part of Scotland, yet in regard of the Greatneſs of his 
Queen, he de did not embrade them. Archbiſhop Spu/- 
od farther ſays of him, He was a Nobleman well 
inclined, open aud plain, and without all Diflimulati- 
on, and tho he met with great Troubles, ct by 
„ the Goodnefs of God, who doth always favour the 
© innocent and honeſt minded, he went thro' all, and 
© died honourably, and in Peace. . 

He was ſucceeded by John, Lord of Aberbrothick, his 
ſecond Son (the eldeſt dying without Iſſue): This 
Lord was, together with his Father, forfeited for his 
firm Adherence to Queen Mary, in 1571 ; and tho' by

the Pacithcation he was reſtored, yet he, together with 


his Brother, the Lord Claud, was again forfeited in 


1579, and the Eſtate and Dignity of Exrl of Arran was 


beſtowed upon Captaiu James Stewart, and he continued 
in Banifhinent till 1585, when he and ſome other Lords 
that were baniſhed, finding the King, (James VI) 
then but young, influenc-d by very pernicious Counci!s, 
returned to Scotland ina Body, without any Intention 
of Violence. and were reconciled to the King; but

vernour of Dumbarton-Calile, and from that Time he 
continued in great Favour with his Prince. 

He, as all the other of that Name, had heen

| for fifty Years together, from 1543, that King James V. 


died, till 1593, that Prince Henry was born, during 


| all which Time there was none but Queen Mary and

Ring James VI. deſigning to have the Articles of 
Religion, commonly called the Five Articles of Perth, 
enacted into a Law, called a Parliament in Scotland; 
and as that Prince knew this Matter would meet with 
great Oppoſition from the Puritan Faction there; ſo 
he thought he could not employ any body in the high 
Station of Commithoner, whoſe Intereſt in Scotland 
was ſo able to quell thoſe Proceedings, as this Mar- 
quis.

He was in great Efteem in 
both Kingdoms, equally dear to the Sovereign, and the 
Subject; and it is certain no Perſon could have 
diſputed with him, the King's Affection and Confi- 
dence, the Duke of Buckingham excepted. He had a 
Spirit fitted for the greateſt Affairs, and was one 
of the handſomeſt Men of his Age. He died in 
England, in March, 1625, his Corps was ſent to 
Scotland, and interred at Hamilton with his Ance- 
ftors; his Death was univerſally lamented, but by 
none more than the King himſelf ; and when he heard 
it, ſaid, if the Branches are thus cut down, the 
Stock could not continue long; for ſome Time before 
the Duke of Richmond and Lenox died, and this proved 
too true, the King dying ſoon after. El. 

This Marquiſs married Lady Anne Cuning ham, 
Daughter to the Earl of Glencairn, by her he had Two 
Sons, James and William, both Dukes of Hamilton, 
and Three Daughters, married to. the Earls of Craw- 
ford, Eglington, and Dramlanrig, Predeceſſor to the 
Duke of Queensberry, | 

James, the Third Marquiſs of Hamilton, was 
born at Hamilton, the 19th of Jane, 1606 ; he was 
ſent for to Court, and married to Lady Mary Fielding, 
Daughter to William, Earl of Denbigh, whilſt he was 
but yet Fourteen Years of Age; and continued at 
Court during his Father's Life: he was a great Favou- 
rite of the young Prince, and was one of the Ho- 
nourable Train that waited on his Highneſs when he 
went to Spain. | 

After his Father's Death, he reſolved to retire from 
Court, and live privately in Scotland, -but could not 
execute this ſo ſoon as he intended, being obliged to 
wait, and Aſſiſt at the Coronation of King Charles I. 
where he carried the Sword of State before the King ; 
however, ſoon after he went to Scotland, and though 
the King ſent ſeveral preſſing Letters to him to come 
to Court, yet he could not be prevailed upon till 1628, 
when his Father-in-Law, the Earl of Denbigh, came 
to Scotland, and brought Letters from the King, 


_—y him to come to Court, which he complied 
Wit Q | | 
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He no ſooner came to Court, but he was made Maſter 
of the Horſe, Gentleman of the King's Bedchamber, 
and Privy Councellor in both Kingdomsz and it was 
— obſerved, none had more of the King's Heart 
than he. | | 

In the Year 1629, he was appointed to treat with 
the King of Sweden, about the Relief of the Palatinate, 
and a Treaty was actually Concluded and Signed by 
the King of Sweden, the 3oth of May, 1630; the 
Marquiſs was appointed General of the Army that was 
to aſſiſt that Prince, and was ſoon after created Knight 
Companion of the moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter. 

Whilſt the Marquis was in Scotland raifing Forces to 
carry into Sweden, a Siniſter Conſpiracy was con- 
trived againſt him, as if he had no D-fign to go to 
Germany, but when his Army was raiſed, he intended 

to attempt the Crown of Scatland; this being told 
the King, he rejected it, in Terms ſo full of Affection 
to the Marquis, as diſcovered, he was incapable to 
entertain any Jealouſie of him, or any of his Actions. 
The Marquis ſoon after coming to Court, utterly ig- 
norant of the execrable Deſigns againſt him, was receiv'd 
by the King, who with an uncommou Kindnels, 
told him the Story, and expreſſed his Confidence in 
him in ſuch obliging Terms, as ſcarce to allow him 
to ſpeak in his own Juſtification, and commanded him 
to lic in the Bedchamber that very Night ; and upon 
the Tryal of Lord Ochiltree, who had contrived this 
Story, it appeared to be the greateſt piece of Forgery 
and Calumny ever invented. 

On the 16th of July, 1631, the Marquis ſet Sail from 


 Tarmouth, and the 31ft came to the Month of the 


Oder, between Voolgaſt and the Iſle of Vledon; and 


in Two Days after landed his Men, in Number about 


Six Thouſand, very ſeaſonably for the King of 
Sweden ; and though he did not meet with the Recep- 
tion he expected, and the Plague broke out in his 
Army, yet he relieved Croſſeu, and took Guben, and 
did ſeveral other confiderable Services; but King 
Charles wanting him in England, writ for him to 
come Home; the Marquis obeyed, and was extreamly 
well recetved by the King at his Return, 4 
In 
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In 1638, he was named Commiſſioner to the Parlia- 
ment of Scotland, which Office he accepted moſt un- 
E willingly ; he told his Majeſty, his Life and Fortune, 
andi all he had, he would never ſtick to hazard for his 
* $-rvice, but thought himſelf unequal to this Buſineſs, 
being much a Stranger to Scottiſh-men, and Scoteh-Af- 
fairs; however; his Majeſties Commands were poſitive. 
He arrived at Edinburgh the 9th of June, 1638, and was 


met by about Six Thouſand Gentlemen, and others, 


on Horſeback, and there acted a Part, entirely ap- 
proved by his Majeſty, He went to England, to 
acquaint him with the Poſture of Affairs; and had his 
good Advice been at that Time received, the fatal 
Cataftrophy that afterwards followed, might have 
been in ſome Meaſure prevented ; however, he was 
again ſent into Scotland, where he arrived the 1oth of 
Auguſt, and finding Matters in a bad Poſture, he took 
another Journey to London, and was ſoon after named 
Commiſſioner to the General Aſſembly which was ap- 
pointed to meet at Glaſgow ; but finding them unduti- 
ful in their Behaviour, he diſſolved them, and when the 
King reſolved upon a War againſt the Covenanters, the 
Marquis was appointed General of the Army, and failed 
with it. to Leith, but was by expreſs Orders kept 

from entring upon Action; and though the King 
preſſed him again to be Commiſſioner, yet he de- 
coy it, and for ſome Years ated only in a private 
phere. | 

In 164.3, he was created Duke of Hamilton, and 
was then, with his Brother, the Earl of Lanark, la- 
bouring to prevent Scotland from agreeing with the 
Two Houſes in England; but becauſe Affairs in Scot- 
land did not ſucceed well, his Enemies at Court laid 


all the Blame upon him, and again revived their 


old Story of his Pretences to the Crown. of Scotland ; 
the Duke underſtood this, but ſo much was he con- 

vinced of his own Innocency, that he made all poſſi- 
ble Haſte to Court, which was then at Oxford; this 
was interpreted as a new Crime, and it was ſaid now, 


both he and his Brother had betrayed the King's Cauſe 


in Scotland, and were coming to Court to be Intelli- 
gencers: Theſe Stories made ſome Impreſſion upon the 
Xing, and both the Brothers were contined to their

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Chambers; the Charge againſt the Duke was great, 
but he juſtified himſelf fully; and though he preſſed

He married Lady Mary Feilding, Daughter to Vi- 
liam, Earl of Denbigh, by Suſannah Villiers, Siſter to 
the Duke of Buckingham; ſhe bore him three Sons, and 
three Daughters; the Sons were Charles, James, and 
Wilkam, but they, and Lady Mary, the eldeſt Daugh- 
ter, died young ; the other Two Daughters were Lady 
Anne, the preſent Dutcheſs Dowager of Hamilton, and 
Lady Suſannah, married to the Earl of Casſles. | 
He was a Perſon of extraordinary Qualities ; he had 
2 profound Judgment, a quick Apprehenfion, and a 
Native Manly Eloquence. He was Pidus to God, and 
Loyal to his Prince, which made him belov'd in his 
Life, and lamented at his Death. He was buried at 
Hamilton among his Anceſtors. 
William, Duke of Hamilton, was born at Hamilton, 
the 14th of December, 1616 ; he was Educated at the 
Univerſity of Glaſgow, and afterwards went Abroad, 
and returned from his Travels when he was One and 
Twenty. In the Year 1640, he was made Secretary of 
State for Scotland, which he executed to the great Satiſ- 
faction of his Majeſty, as well as his Subjects. There 
vas an entire Friendſhip between him and his Brother, 
and he had 2 great Share in the Management of the 
Affairs of Scotland, in concert with him, during the late 
Troubles; wherein he conſtantly oppoſed all the trai- 
e terous 
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terous Deſigns of thoſe that had rebelled again their 
Prince, and vigorouſly executed whatever he thought 
for his Maſter's Intereſt. As ſoon as he heard of his 
Brother's Defeat at Preſton, and the violent Meaſures 
then in Agitation ; he made his Eſcape to Holland, 
where he ſtaid till King Charles II. came to Scotland, 


After his Arrival there, he continued to aſſiſt that 


Prince with his beſt Advice, and attended him, with 
all his Friends, in his March to England ; and having 

diſtinguiſhed himſelf at the Battle of #/ orceſter, he receiv: 
ed a Wound in his Leg, which proving mortal, he em- 
braced the News of it with all the Reſignation imagi- 
nable ; he died the 12th of September, 165 1, and was 
Intered in the Cathedral Church of Worceſter ; for 
though according to his Orders for burying him with 
his Anceſtors at Hamilton, his Servants deſired earneſtly 
that they might have Leave to carry his Body to Scot- 
land, yet it was abſolutelyly denied. He married Ann 
1638, the Lady Elizabeth Maxwell, eldeſt Daughter to 
the Earl of Dirleton, and left behind him four Daugh- 
ters, Lady Anne; Elizabeth, Mary, and Margaret, 
married to the Earls of Sout heck, Glencairn, and the 
Laird of Blair. | 


He was ſucceeded by Anne, Dutcheſs of Hamilton, 


his Niece, and eldeſt Daughter to Duke James : She 


married William, Earl of Selkirk, eldeſt Son of William, 
Marquis of Dowglaſs, by his Second Wife, Lady Mary 


Gordon, Daughter to the Marquis of Huntley. He 
was at the Requeſt of the Dutcheſs, created Duke 
of Hamilton, in 1661; and ſoon after made Knight of 
the Garter. The Meaſures towards the latter end of 


King James's Reign, diſpleafing him, he appeared very 
early in the Intereſt of the Prince of Orange at the Re- 
volution, was choſe Preſident of the Convention of 


Eſtates, and had a very extraordinary Power veſted in 
him by Parliament, of ſeiſing and impriſoning all ſuſ- 
picious Perſons; and when the Convention was turned 
into a Parliament in 1689, he was appointed Com- 
miſſioner, and Lord Preſident of the Privy-Council 
of Scotland, and was ſoon after appointed Lord High- 
Admiral ot Scotland. Ia 1693, he was again named 
Commiſſioner to the Parliament; he was afterwards

made one of the Lords Extraordinary of the Seſſion, 
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and one of the Lords of the Treaſury; he died in 
the Palace of Holyroodhouſe, and was buried at 
the Burying- Place of the Family, at Hamilton, 
where there is a ſtately Monument erected for

for the Service of King Charles I.

James, Duke of Hamilton, ſucceeded his Father : 
After. his Education at the Univerſity of Glaſgow, 
he ſpent ſome time in Travel, and on his Return, + 
diſcovered ſo much good Senſe, and pleaſant Wit, 
that he very ſoon became a great Favourite with King 
Charles II. who was an allowed Judge of Men, and 
by him made one of the Gentlemen of His Majeſties

He was foon after appointed his Majeſties Envoy- 
Extraordinary to the preſent King of France, to Con- 
gratulate that Prince upon the Birth of the preſent 
King of Spain. He continued ſome time in France, 
and ſerved Two Campaigns under the King as Aid- 
de-Camp, (the late Daupbhine of France, and he, being 
ſworn Aid. de- Camps at the ſame time,) where 
he gained an Univerſal good Character. During 
this time he ſtill continued Gentleman of the Bed-

September 10. 1711, ioth Queen Anne,) her Majeſty takes 
particular Notice of his near Relation to the Royal

Upon the Death of the Earl Rivers in 1712, he was 
made Maſter- General of the Ordnance, and ſoon after 


Ele&ed one of the Knights Companions of the moſt 


Noble Order of the Garter ; and though kis Grace met 
with confiderable Oppoſition, and had a Precedent 
againſt him, yet he prevailed with Her Majeſty to 
allow him to keep both Orders ; and her Majeſty was 
ſo much ſatisfied with the Reaſonableneſs of it, that 
ſhe was pleaſed to declare ſhe would wear both Orders 
herſelf. In 1713, on Conclufion of the Treaty of 
Peace, he was appointed Ambaſſador Extraordinary to 
the Court of France, an Office he was perfectly qua- 
lifted for; but before he ſet out for that Kingdom, 
he was unfortunately killed in a Duel with Charles, 
Lord Mohun, (whom he ſlew on the ſpot ) not with- 
out juft Ground of Suſpicion, and even ſome Legal 
Proof of his being {tabbed by Maccartney, Lord Hohun's 
Second, and a Proclamation was after Iſſued, for the 
apprehending the ſaid Maccartney, and Five Hundred 
Pound offered by the Government for that Service, to 
which the Ducheſs added the farther promiſed Reward

zain, gave a publick Teſtimony to their great regard 
to the Memory of the Duke, by uniting in an Ad- 
dreſs to her Majeſty, that ſhe would pleaſe to write

| | | | | 0 
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to ſhelter the infamous Man, who was ſo juſtly ſuſ- 
pected to have committed this execrable Fact, but 
to cauſe him to be apprehended, if he ſhould retire 
within their Dominions, and ſend him over to Great 
Britain, that he might come to publick Juſtice : The 
Addreſs it ſelf with all the Particulars relating to this 
Aſfair may be ſeen at large in the Life of the Duke, 
now in the Preſs, This unhappy Action happened on 
the 15th of November, 1712, and the Duke died the 
ſame Day. 

He was a Man of admirable Parts, and excellent 
Qualities. He had a ſound Judgment, and quick 
Apprehenſion, improved by a great Application to 
Buſineſs. He was remarkable for a Readineſs of 


Thought upon any ſudden Debate, of which he gave 


frequent Inſtances in the Parliament of Scotland, where 
he was always well heard. The Stile he us'd was 
firong and Manly, without the Aﬀectation of Words, 
or ſtudied Ornaments of Speech, yet no body was 
more powerful in the Art of Perſuaſion, and made 
more Proſelytes to his Opinion, whenever he exerted 
his Talents. He had naturally a Greatneſs of Mind, 
that would not ſuffer him to deſcend to any Thing 


that was Mean and Sordid ; he was liberal, and ready 


to do all good Offices to his Dependents, and for his 
Fidelity to the Crown, as it was a Vertue poſſeſs'd in 
the moſt eminent Manner by all his Anceſtors, ſo the 
Duke in this came ſhort of none of em. This made 
him dear to King Charles, and King James II. and 
though he highly diſapprov'd of ſome Things in the 
Adminiſtration of the latter, yet he freely declar'd his 
Opinion, that thofe Irregularities were not ſufficient 
to diſſolve his Allegiance ; aud therefore, when he was 
call'd to a Meeting of the other Peers of Scotland then 
in London, to concert Meaſures in that extraordinary 
Juncture, he ſtrenuouſſy oppos'd the addrefling the 


Prince of Orange to take on him the Government of 


that Country, and at the ſame time, with ſeveral other 
Noble Lords, propos'd the calling back King James, 
and that a free Parliament might redreſs the Grievances 
of the Nation. As to his Country, he had a ſtrong 
Pathon for it, and a powerful Intereſt in it. He de- 
monſtrated in a Thouſand Inſtances, that no Temp-

tation was ſufficient to lead him into ſuch Meaſures 
as he thought would prove deſtructive to it. When

it was paſſing into an Act, he made a ſet Speech to 
my Lord Chancellor, in which he told him, that 
what he had done to prevent the Union, was owing 
purely to the Love of his Country, being firmly 
perſuaded it would turn to the great Detriment, if 
not the Ruin of it. He was the moſt univerſally be- 
lov'd and efteem'd of any Man of the Age, and when 
his Death reach'd Scotland, it can't be expreſt with 


what Lamentation Perſons of all Ranks there receiv'd 


the News. And indeed with great Reaſon, tor he 
had as many Virtues, and as few faults as any Man. 
He was an obliging Husband; an indulgent Father, a 
Gracious and good Maſter, and a conſtant Friend. 


The Duke was very happy in both his Marriages. | 


His firſt Wife was Lady Anne Spencer, Davghter to the 
Earl of Sunderland, by whom he had Two Daughters, 
Lady Anne, and Lady Mary, both which died young, and 
his Lady many Tears before him; at his Grace's Houſe 
of Keineil in Scotland, and was buried at Hamilton. 

He married to his Second Wife Elizabeth Gerard, 
Daughter and Sole Heir to Digby, Lord Gerard, of 
Bromley, (a Lady of great Wit and Beauty, and 
all the fine Accompliſhments that adorn her Sex,) 
with whom he had a very conſiderable Eſtate in Lan- 
- caſhire and Staffordſhire, and by her had Lady Eli- 

zabeth, who died young; Lady Katherine, who died 
that Day Sevennight the Duke, her Father, was mur- 
thered ; James, now Duke of Hamilton and Brandon 
Lady Charlotte, Lord William, Lady Suſan, and Lord 
Anne, ſo Chrittened, in regard of Her Sacred Majeſty 
Queen Anne, who was his Godmother. 
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HIS Illuftrions Family is derived from 
Leopold de Bertie, Conſtable of Dover- Caſtle, 
in the time of King Etheldred, whoſe Ance- 
{tors are {aid to come from Bertiland, on the 
Borders of Pruſſia, with the Saxons, This Leopold was 
owner of a Town (ſo named from him) Bertieſtat, 
now Berſted in Kent, But in a Quarrel with the

And here farther, touching this Noble Family, we 
are to take Notice, that William, the laſt Lord Wil- 
loughby, of Eresby, (which Title became extinct in the 
17 th of King Henry VIII.) left, at his Death, only one 
Daughter, nam' d Catherine; whoſe Wardſhip, in the 
24th of Henry VIII. Charles Brandon, then Duke of

drew both herſelf and her Husband into Danger, thro 
the Malice of Stephen Gardiner, Biſhop of Wincheſter, 
reſtor'd to his Biſhoprick by Queen Mary; ſo that they 
were forc'd to fly together beyond Sea, and went thro” 
many Difficulties and Dangers, ſettling in Poland till 
the Death of Queen Mary, at which time they return d 
to England, During the time of their Travel, this 
Lady brought him forth a Son, whom, by reaſon of

HIS Noble Family, which is antiently a 
Branch of that, whoſe chief Seat hath been,

Year, Anno 1688, And upon his Advancement to the 
Throne, was ſworn of his Privy-Council.

The next Year, having again the ſole Command of 
the Fleet, by his Diligence, he prevented the deſignd 
Invaſion of King James, who lay with a French Army 
ready to embark near . for ſailing over to the 
Coaſts of France, with the Engliſh Fleet under his Com- 
mand, he ſtruck ſuch a Terror to the Enemy that that 
Expedition was laid aſide. {x rk. | 
For which, and other his fignal Services, he Was, Anno

In the Year 1701, he was impeach'd by the Houſe of 
Commons, concerning the Treaty of Partition, and 0- 
ther Matters, but honourably acquitted.

The Death of his Royal Maſter, King Villiam, in 
Anno 1702, was very like to have put a Period to his 


_ own Life, ſo much he did affect him. This determin'd 


his Place of Maſter of the Horſe, wherein he was ſuc- 
ceeded by the Duke of Somerſet, And a New 
War being ready to break out againſt France, he went 
to his Command in Holland ; where, in a few Years, 
he arriv'd to the higheſt Military Dignity that the States 
were capable to confer on him, which was that of 
Velt-Mareſchal of their Army. How he acquitted 
himſelf therein is manifeſt to all Europe; more particu- 
larly in the Campaign of 1708, which, as it put a Pe- 
riod to his Life, fo it tender'd his Name immortal to all

Britain, call'd Scot- 
land, which County hath for a long time ap- 
pertained to the chief of the Campbelss to

ry Name denotes their Valour, as fignifying the Field 
of War ; which Denomination they have, in all Ages, 
made good by their valiant Behaviour: He is the firſt 

Earl of Scotland; and beſides the Title of Argyle, is 

Lord Kintyre, Campbel, and Lorne; the laſt of which 

gives always Title to the eldeft Son of the Family, 
which makes a great Figure in Scotland, becauſe of the 

Greatneſs of their Clan, Number of their Vaſſals, Ho- 


ndurable Allies, and Hereditary Offices; ſuch as Ju- 


ftice-General of the Shire of Argyle and the Iſles, Lord- 
Lieutenant and Sherift of Argyle, Hereditable Maſter 
of the Houſhold, (i. e. Hereditary Lord-High- Steward 
of the Houſe) to the Crown; and ſeveral other Offices 
within his own Bounds. They were Juſtice-Gene- 
rals of all Scotland, till by Contract, betwixt King 
Charles II. and the Marquis of Argyle, then Lord Lorne, 


Anno 1682, he reſigned that Office into the King's 


Hands, and got ſecur'd to himſelf and his Poſterity, 
to be juſtice· General of Argyle, and the Iſles, and where- 

ever he had Lands in Scotland. 1

HIS Family takes its Sirname from Godolphin, 
antiently written Godalcan, a Hill famous for 
Store of Tin-mines, in the County of Cornwal; 
but much more noted for its Lords, who for 
many Ages have born that Sirname ; and whoſe Vir- 
tues have ſhone forth as Eminent, as their Family is 
Antient. | 

The Name of Godolphin, in Corniſh, ſignifies a White 
Eagle, which this Fam ily have conſtantly born, as part 
of their Arms. #5 | : 

Their Antiquity is juſtified by the many Deſcents of 
them, extending to the Time of the Conqueſt, when 
they were ſtiled Lords of Godolphin, and ſo continued 
from Father to Son in at leaſt Ten or Eleven Generati- 
ons. At what Time David Godolphin, Lord of Godol- 
phin, left Iſſue only one Daughter his Heir, called Ele- 
anor, who being married to John Rinſey, of Rinſey, Eſq; 
he thereon took on him the Sirname of Godolphin, (ve- 
ry probably by Contract, ) and had Iſſue by her Thomas 
Godolpbin, his Son and Heir. 

This Thomas Godolphin, Eſq; married Iſabel, Daughter 
to. .

Sidney Godolphin, the ſecond Son, wasa Gentleman 
of excellent Parts, and a Member of the Commons 
Houſe in the Beginning of the Troubles of K. Charles l. 
and is mentioned by my Lord Clarendon, for a very 
zealous Aſſerter of the Royal Cauſe in the Weſtern Parts 
of England, for which he lott his Life at a Place called 
Chagford in Devon, being extremely regrated by all the 
King's Friends that knew him, as a Perſon from whoſe 
Abilities they had great Expectations : Not ſo much in 
the Part of a Soldier, as the Advice they knew he was 
5 capable to give, which made them eſteeni him as an O- 
1 racle in all their Councils of War.

Which Sidney Godolphin, ſecond Son, was a Perſon of 
moſt excellent Accompliſhments, and truly qualified by 
a Train of long Experience, as well as his own tran- 
ſcendent Parts, for the Diſcharge of thoſe Employments, 
which his great Merit and Capacity afterwards raiſed 
him co: And what might beſides juſtifie his Pre- 
ferments, was the known Loyalty and Affection his = 
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mily had conſtantly ſhewn to his moſt ſacred Majeſty 
King Charles I. of blefſed Memory, in the Time of the 
Civil War, one of his Unkles, Mr. Sidney Godolphin, 
loſing his Life at that glorious Cauſe at Chap ford, as I 
have before mentioned ; and another, Mr. William Go- 
dolphin, was a Colonel of the King's Army, and an 
active Man in ſeveral bloody Diſputes with the Rebel- 
lious Party in the Veſt. In the Year 1661, he was choſe 
Burgeſs in Parliament for Helſton in Cornwal, and ſo for 
ſeveral Parliaments afterwards. In 1678 he was twice 
ſent Envoy to Holland on Affairs of the greateſt Conſe- 
quence. 3 

On the Removal of the Earl of Danby from the Of- 
fice of Lord High Treaſurer in the Lear 1679, he was 
by King Charles II. conſtituted one of the Lords of the 
Treaſury, which Truſt he diſcharged with great Fidelity. 
In the Year 1684, he was promoted to be one of his Ma- 

jeſty's principal Secretaries of State, in the Room of Sir 
Lionel Jenkins; but was afterwards appointed firſt 
Commiſſioner of the Treaſury ; and the Earl of Middle- 
ton made Secretary of State: Soon after which, vis. 
September 8, Anno 1684, (36 Car, II.) he was advanced 
to the Dignity of a Baron of this Realm, by the Stile 
and Title of Baron Godolphin of Kialton, in the County 
of Cornwall. 

In the firſt Year of the Reign of King James II. he 
was conſtituted Lord Chamberlain to the Queen, and 
made again one of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, 
on diſplacing the Earl of Rocheſter. 

Upon the Landing of the then Prince of Orange, after- 
wards King William III. in the Year 1688, he was one 
of the Commiſſioners to treat with that Prince; upon 
whoſe Advancement to the Throne he was ſtill continu- 
ed one of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, ſworn of his 
Majeſty's Privy- Council; and was four times one of the 
Lo uſtices of England, during the King's Abſence be- 
yond Sea. 

Soon after the Acceſſion of our preſent moſt gracious 
Sovereign Queen Anne to the Throne of theſe Realms 
(Anno 1702) ſhe conſtituted him Lord High Treaſurer of 
England, his great Abilities juſtly recommended him to 
her Majeſiy's Choice for that Employment. 
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In the Year 1704, (July 6.) he was elected a Knight 
Companion of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, 
and inſtalled at Windſor, with the uſual Ceremonies, the 
30th of December following. | 

In 1706, he was appointed one of the Commiſſioners 
to treat of an Union between England and Scotland, and 
the ſame Year, by Letters Patents, bearing Date the 
29th of December, created Viſcount Rialton, and Earl 
of Godolphin. | 

In Conſequence of the Union he became Lord High 
Treaſurer of Great Britain, and ſo continued to the Year 
1710, when there being a general Change of the Mini- 
firy, he was removed from that Office, after he had ma- 
naged it with great Exactneſs and Frugality for the Space 
of eight Years and upwards, that is, in a ſingle and diſ- 
ſtinct Supremacy ; for he had been at the Head of it in 
Commiſſion, and employed in it for ſeveral Years before. 

He was otherwiſe a great Man, and an exquiſite Stateſ- 
man; but the Treaſury was his peculiar Province, in 
which he greatly excelled ; ſo perfect and intimate a 
Knowledge he had in the Management of it, that the 
molt ſecret Parts thereof became familiar to him ; and 
even thoſe who have ſpok- with the greateſt Freedom 
of his Conduct, do not deny but he was an excellent 
Treaſurer : And indeed it muſt be an uncommon Me- 
rit, if not wholly to be aſcribed to the Uſefulneſs of his 
great Parts and Abilities, that could preſerve a Man 
thro' ſo many Changes, as to be conſtantly in Favour 
and in Truſt in four ſucceſſive Reigns. | 

As he was never much affected with the Noiſe of Pub- 
lick Buſineſs, and would always tranſact Affairs with 
as much Privacy and Calmneſs as pothble; ſo towards 
the latter end of his Life he appeared fond of Retire- 
ment. And when he was diveſted of his Office of Lord 
Treaſurer, he ſeemed to embrace it as a happy Oppor- 
tunity to retreat from the Fatigue and Buſtle of a Pub- 
lick Character, which indeed both his Years and his Con- 
ſtitution required. | 

He had laboured under a violent In diſpoſition of the 
Stone and Gravel, which daily increaſed on him, and 
in no long Time after ended his Life. He died at 
St. Albans, at the Seat of the Duke of Marlhboroag#, 
on the 15th of September 1712, and was interred - 
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Abbey Church of MWeſtminſter; leaving behind him a 
Character not eaſily excelled either in reſpect to his 
8 or private Capacity. He was a Man of much 
Plaineſs and Sincerity, of great Reſervation in his Tem- 
per, and of that ſtrict Truth, and honeſty of Diſpok- 
tion, which, of all other Virtues, argue true Great- 
neſs of Mind. He had no State in his Family, nor 
delighted in any, which he made up by more ſubſtan- 
tial Favours and Advantages to his Dependents : He 
was a great Obſerver of his Word, which proceeded 
from a real Sence of Honour, being always very free 
and open to thoſe who importun'd him for Favours : 
His Performances rather exceeding, than falling ſhort 
of any Hopes he gave them. So that what has been 
ſaid of another * Great Man in the ſame Caſe, may Lord Cla- 
very truly be applied to him. That he uſed very frank- rendon's 
by to deny, and would never ſuffer any Man to depart with Charatter 
an Opinion that he was inclined to gratifie, when in Truth of be Lord 
he was not, holding that diſſimulation to be the worſt of Neeber 
Lying; yet the manner of it was ſo gentle and obliging, C 
and his condeſcention ſuch to inform the Perſons whom 77 
could not ſatisfie ; that few departed from him with W} 
Will and ill Wiſhes, He knew, however, the neceſſa- 
ry Parts of a Courtier, and could act them with great 
Condeſcention and Affability, when he was pleaſed 
to give into thoſe Things, without departin 
from his Integrity He had very many Friends, 2 
thoſe of the beſt Condition; and conſidering the fre- 
quent Envy and Cenſure that attend ſo many, and ſo 
reat Preferments, tis to be Wonder'd he had fo few 
Enemies. 
He lived in an Age very extraordinary for the Pro-

From Sir Philip Wentworth, of Nettlefted, late named, 
deſcended Sir Thomas Wentworth, Summoned Baron 
Wentworth, by King Henry VIII. and Grandfather of 
Thomas Wenthworth, Earl of Cleveland, which Branch 
is diſtinctly treated of in the 3d Volume of this Work, 
under the Title * of Cleveland. 

I am now to return to the Principal Branch of this 
Family, which was that of Wentworth Woodhouſe, in 
Com Ebor, this Digreſſion having been made from John 
Wentworth, Progenitor of the Elmſbal Line, & c. 2d 
Son of William de Wentworth IWWoodbouſe, by Lucy his 
Wife, Daughter and Coheir to William Pollington; the 
eldeſt Son of which William de Wentworth, was Willi- 
am, who married Lucy, Daughter to Walter Tinſley, (or 
Tinſlow,) of Tinſley, Eſq; and had Iſſue William, his 
Son and Heir, who married Iſabel, Daughter of Sir 
Thomas Reresby, Knt. | 

Thomas Wentworth, Son and Heir to the laſt William, 
married the Daughter of Richard Redman, Eſq: and 
was Father of William Wentworth, of Vent worth, who 
had Iſſue by Iſabel, his Wife, Daughter of Richard Fit x- 
Williams of Aldwark, in Com. Ebor. Thomas Vent worth, 
of Vent worth Woodhouſe, who died 2. Edw, VI. Anno 
1549. 

This Thomas, by Beatrice his Wife, Daughter of Sir 
Richard Woedroffe, Knt. and Widow of John 1 
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Eſq; had Iſſue William Wentworth, Eſq; Father of Tho- 


mas Wentworth, Sheriff of Torkſhire, 15, Eliz, and died 


1587. Which Thomas, married Mary, Daughter and 


Heir to Sir William Gaſcoigne, of Gunthorpe, by Joan, 
his Wife, Daughter and Heir to John Nevil, Lord Fer- 
rers, of Overſley, (whence the Honours of Overſley, and 
Neumarch,) and had Iſſued William Wentworth, of 
Wentworth Woodhouſe, Eſq; who was Sheriff of Tork- 
Hire, 24. Eliz, and created a Baronet, 22 May, 9. Jac. 
I. Anno 1611. He married Anne, Daughter and Heir of 
Sir Robert Atkinſon, ot Stowell, in the County of Glo- 
ceſter, by whom he had Iſſue fix Sons and three Daugh- 
ters; Thomas Wentworth, eldeſt Son, afterwards Earl 
of Strafford, Sir William Wentwortb, Knt. who was of 
Aſhby Puerorum, in Com, Linc. ſlain at Marſtomn Moor 


on the King's part, of whom hereafter, John, 3d Son, 


Robert, 4h Son, Sir George Wentworth, 5th Son, Gene- 
ral of the King's Forces in Ireland, and of the Privy- 
Council in that Kingdom; and Philip. 6th Son, Eliza- 
beth, eldeſt Daughter, married to Sir George Saville, 
Knt. Anne, to Sic Richard Hutton, Knt, 1ſabel, to the 
Ear! of of Roſcommon, | 

Thomas, the eld: Son of Sir William Wentworth, 
Baronety ſucceeded him in Honour and Eſtate, Baron 
Neumarch, and Overſley, by Deſcent ; he was a Perſon 
of moſt extraordinary Accompliſhments ; and for his 
great Merit and Parts rais'd to very ſignal Honours 
and preferments. In the Year 1626, having a Privy- 
Seal ſent to him about Loan Money, and to advance 
the Sum of 401. to the King, he fefuſs'd to lend the 
ſame, as eſteeming it a demand contrary to the Right 
and Property of the Subject to pay Money, but by 
Conſent of Parliament. The Non- ſubſcribers to this 
Supply of the higheſt Rank in molt Countries, were 
bound by their Recognizance to appear at the 
Council Board, others committed to Priſons, and ma- 
ny of Quality appointed to ſeveral Continements in re- 
mote Countries; among therelt, Sir Thomas Wentworth 
was removed out of his own Country, Tork, and con- 
tined in Kent, till the Parliament was call'd in 1527. 
He had a very intimate Friendſhip with Archbiſhop 


Abbot,who ſuffer'd the King's Diſpleaſure for the Reſort . 


Sir Thomas made to his Houle. | 
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In this Parliament, he ſhew'd much of the Spirit of 
a true Patriot to his Country, where his Arguments for 
the Rights of the Subjects, mixed with ſo dutiful an 
Appearance of the higheſt Concern and Honour for the 
Crown, made him generally taken notice of, and ſo 
raiſed the Reputation of his Parts, that as it endeared 
him to his Country, ſo it begot him an Intereſt in the 
Boſom of his Sovereign, who having a diſcerning Judg- 


ment of Men, quickly made Obſervation that he was 


a Perſon framed for great Affairs, and fit to be near 
his Royal Perſon and Councils. | 
Theſe Truths of his Zeal for the Liberty of the 
Subject, as well as the Honour of his Prince, being on 
Record in the Votes of Parliament, are mention'd, as 
ſufficient to free him from the Imputation of Arbitra- 
ry and Tyrannical Principles ; which thoſe who en- 
vied him the Felicity of his Prince's Favour, and de- 
iign'd his Ruin, laid to his Charge. | i 
In the Heat of this general Report of him, Sir Rich- 
ard Weſton, then Lord Treaſurer, after Earl of Portland; 
_ a Manlikewiſe very Eminent for his great Parts, with 
much Application ſought his Acquaintance ; and there 
not being wanting proper Agents, the Matter was ſoon 
effected: After the firſt View, they engaged in a near 
Familiarity, and ſoon after in a ſtrict Friendſhip. It 
happened that in ſome Conferences they touched upon 
the popular Humour then appearing in the Houſe of 
Commons, and the preſent Meaſures they were on, 
tending to no Good; he propos'd the moſt candid and 
rational Methods poſlible to be follow'd in the preſent 
Exigence of Affairs, inſomuch that his Judgment on all 
occaſions was much valued and followed. | 
His Majeſty was now ſo highly ſenſible of his great 
Capacity to ſerve him, that in ſome Time after he 
created him Baron Wentworth, of Wentworth Woodhouſe, 
in Com. Ebor, by Patent dated 22 July, 4 Car. I. and 
on the 10th of December following, Viſcount Wentworth, 
of the ſame Place: Nor wou'd the King want his Aſſiſt- 
ance in the Privy-Council, but he was forthwith 
iworn therein, appointed Lord Lieutenant of the Coun- 
ty of Tork, and Lord Prefident of the North. In this 
Truſt he goyern'd himſelf with ſo much Exactneſs, 


that

elpecially in thoſe high conteſted Points then in Debate, 
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that he pleaſed his Prince, and improv'd his Majeſties 
Revenue. 

His frequent Appearance at the Council Board quick- 
ly gave occafion to that great Prelate Archibiſhop 
Laud, then Biſhop of London, and himſelf to diſcern 
one anothers Parts, begetting a right Underſtanding be- 
_ tween them, which grew into ſo inviolable a Friend- 
ſhip, that nothing but the inevitable Stroke of Death 
could ſeparate them; who whilſt they lived, conſtantly 
united their great Hearts and Undertiandings, for the 
advancing of the Church, and the Service of their 
Prince. | | 

His next Advance was to be Lord Deputy of Ireland; 
the Aﬀairs of that Realm being in great Diſorder by 
the Temper of the Popiſh Party there, who were at this 
time very predominant. He began with the Church 
in the Reformation of his Government, and firſt pro- 
cured of the King, by the joint Mediation of the Arch- 
biſhop, that all the Impropiations then in the Crown 
ſhould be reſtored to the Church in that Nation, though 
to ſome Diminution of the Royal Prerogative ; and ad- 
vanced Learned and Pious Men, whoſe Judgments 
were for Epiſcopacy. 

He raiſed in Ireland 8 Regiments for the King's Ser- 
vice, each conſiſting of 1000 Men, beſides two more, 
which he defign'd to compleat in the neareſt part of 
Wales ; but before he had diſpoſed theſe Forces into 
neceſſary Quarters, he was recalled to England to com- 
mand the Army, going to be imploy'd againſt the Scots, 
who had then invaded the Kingdom, in the Quality of 
Lieutenant General the Earl of Northumberland, who 
was then Captain General, being indiſpos'd. In the 
15th of Car. I. by Letters Patent, bearing date the 12th 
of Fanuary, Anno 1639. He was further created 
Baron Raby, (by reaſon of his Deſcent from Place) 
that great Family of -Nevil, ſome time Lords of that 
and Earl of Strafford, | 

He undertook the Command aforeſaid with great 
Alacrity, leaving Wandesford, Maſter of the Rolls in 
Ireland, Lord Deputy in his room ; and had his Opint- 
on been followed, in all probability he had cleared the 
Kingdom of thoſe troubleſome Enemies, diſguiſed then 
under the Name of Friends. But things riot ſucceeding 
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well, and the Parliament of England, by this time, en- 
tring into tecret Engagements with the Scots, they u- 
ſurped an Authority to call his Loyalty in queſtion, by 
exhibiting a Charge of high Treaſon againſt him, and 
brought him to Trial before his Peers, where not being 
able to make their Articles good againſt him, by the 
ancient Laws of the Kingdom ; and being reſolutely 
bent on his Ruin, they came to a Reſolution to take 
him off by Atiainder, which they paſſed into a Law; 
but with this Proviſo or Reſerve, that it ſhould never 
be drawn into Example for the future. 

Having thus ſentenc'd him. they extorted from the 
King an unwilling Aſſent for his Execution, which 
he chearfully and undauntedly underwent on Tower- 
Hill, the 12th of May. Anno 1641. A Man, ſays my 
Lord Clarendon, of great Parts and extraordinary 
„ Endowments of Nature, not unadorned with ſome 
Addition of Art and Learning; tho? that again was 
% more improved and illuſtrated by the other, for he 
had a rcadine(s of Conception and ſharpneſs of Ex- 
© preſſion, which made his Learning appear greater 
* then in truth it was: He was no doubt, ſays the 
©* ſame Author, of great Obſervation and a piercing 
Judgment both in Things and Perſons, but his too 
good Skill in Perſons made him judge the worſe of 
things, for it was his Misfortune to be in a time, 
wherein very few wiſe Men were equally employed 
with -him, and ſcarce any (but the Lord Coventry, 
whoſe Truſt was more confinꝰd) whoſe Faculties and 

Abilities were equal with his own, ſo that upon the 
* matter, the whole Weight of thoſe difficult Times 
66. reficd upon himſelf. | 

He married three Wives. 1ſt. Margaret Clifford 
Daughter to Francis, Earl of Cumberland, by whom he had 
no Iſſue; 2dly Arabella, Daugher to John Holles, Earl 
of Clare, by whom he had one Son called William, and 
two Daughters, viz. Anne,, married to Edward, Lord 
Rockingham ; and Arabella, to Fuſtin Macartie, Son to 
the Earl of Clincartie, of the Kingdom of Ireland. To 
his third Wife, he married Elizabeth, Daughter to Sir 
Godfrey Rhodes, Knt, by whom he had one a Daughter 
called Margaret, an Infant at the time of his Death. 
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On the iſt of December, 17 Car. II. William, his Son 
and Heir, was reſtored to all his Father's Honours, by 
his Majeſties Letters Patent; and made Knight of the 
Garter. Soon after the Act for reverſing the Attain- 
der paſs d. In the Preamble, of which, the injuſtice
